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FOREIGN FLASHES. 
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The Riot of the Russian Stadents—As 
to the Ameer, Ete. 


Lonpon, December 30.—The Times’ Vien- 
na correspondent, giving the details of the 
riot of the students of the university of 
Kieff, Russia, says: The students, at a 
meeting held outside the tower, decided to 
protest against closing the university. A 
body of them, well armed, accordingly pro- 
ceeded to the university and forced their 
way in, after disarming the town police. 
They then fixed ona black-board an ener- 
getic protest against the arbitrary proceed- 
ings of the authorities. Two companies of 
local militia tried to disperse the students, 
who resisted, and thereupon a collision en- 
sued in which eighty persons were 
killed and wounded on _ both sides. 


At last a force of cavairy succeeded 
in clearing the square in front of the uni- 
versity. Many students were arrested. 
Similar riots, though on a smaller scale, are 
said to have broken out in ot. er university 
towns of Russia. It is believed there is an 
intention of proclaiming a state siege in 
Kieff and Kharkoff. Orders have been sent 
to the police at the frontier to redouble 
their vigilance in order to put a stop tothe 
revolutionary pamphlets being smuggled 
into the country, a practice which has been 
going on on a large scale, and to prevent the 
entrance of revolutionary emissaries from 
Germany. 

A dispatch to the Times, dated at Lahore, 
says: ‘There is risk of too great importance 
being attached, in England, to the ameer’s 
departure from Cabul, and of its being re- 
garded as virtually amountingtoa cam- 
paign. Some persons here think that the 
ameer’s flight may have been greatly in- 
fluenced by the fact that if he had re- 
mained during the winter in Cabul, he 
might have found himself caught in a trap.

The all-absorbing topic with newspapers 
in Berlin is the financial situation.

Stanley Coming Again. 


—The following details have been receiv- 
ed of the lossof the steamship Emily B. 
Souder, from New York, December &th, for 
San Domingo. A leak was discovered at 9 
o'clock on the morning of the 10th inst., and 
the deck load wasthrown overboard. At 11 
o'clock the crew began throwing overboard 
the cargoin the hold. At’. »o'clock inthe 
evening the wind was blowing a half-hurri- 
cane, and saving the vessel beame hopeless. 
Four boats were got out and one of them 
was found to be useless. The first boat, 
coutaining the first mate, John Christen, 
Geo. Sean, and five passengers, wax swam) ed 
alongside. Tlesecond boat, in which were 
Engineer Booth, two of the crew, one baby 
and several passengers, drifted away; the 
third boat, containing the purser and others, 
also drifted clear, At10 o'clock a life raft 
was constructed, and the faptain, chief en- 
gineer, second mate, and two passengers left 
the vessel on it. Of the six persons remain- 
ing—Theodore Stinert, O. A. Anderson and 
one pasenger left on a floating hatch, leaving 
two cooks and one passenger whom it was 
impossible to help, as the steamer disap- 
peared three minutes afterwards, At day- 
break on the 11th, Stinert and Anderson 
were glone; no boats nor bodies were in 
sight, nothing but the tloating cargo. The 
two men saved were rescued at 0 o'clock in 
the evening by aschooner bound for Jamaica.

Tue latest scheme for the organization 
of the militia looks to a very close super- 
vision if not control on the part of the 
federal authority. The new plan will 
take the form of an amendment to the 
army bill, when that bill is again taken 
up. It would do away with the present 
system of state militia, if, indeed, it can 
be said to be a system at all. It is claimed 
that the new proposition has the approval 
of General Bradley T. Johnson and other 
southern ex-oflicers. The scheme is to 
provide for the organization and equip- 
ment of a militia force of 1,000 men from 
each congressional district, who shall be 
constituted into brigades, divisions, and 
corps, according to states. For instance, 
in Ohio there are twenty congressional! 
districts, and the state militia would be 
composed of twenty regiments, five brig- 
ales, and one division of 20,000'men; the 
regimental organization to be made by 
the regiments; the brigade organization 
by the governor, and the division organi- 
zation by the president from the regular 
army. Each man is to be enlisted to 
serve five vears, and be subject to parade 
duty at the orders of the division, brigade, 
regimental and company commanders; 
the enlisted men to receive $1 per day 
for time spent in drill and annual en- 
campment. oS 

Distilleries ana Distillation. 

The report of Commissioner Raum, cov- 
ering both the fiscal year ending with 
June 30, 1878, and the first four months 
of the current -fiscal year, has just been 
given to the public. It contains a full 
account of the efforts of the commissioner 
to suppress illicit distilling in the moun- 
tain rezions of the southern states. Con- 
siderable progress has been made and the 
head of the bureau seems to be confident 
that the moonshiners can be completely 
overcome. The report is full of interest- 
ing facts, growing out of the running bat- 
tle with these people, who seem deter- 
mined turn their corn into a 
portable and marketable commodity 
without payment of federal taxes.

Of the four parties, the insurance com- 

panies, represented in part by the Balti- 

more Gazette, are the only ones who 

have not the shadow of a claim to acent 

of the money. To most of the companies 

the so-called insurgent cruisers brought 

immense profits. The profits of one com- 
pany during the time the cruisers were 
on the high seas exceeded ten millions of 
dollars. The few companies whose losses 
were greater than their gains on their 
war risks have already been fully reim- 
bursed from the money that Great Britain 
paid us. Congress gave them nearly 
three years in which to prove their 
claims, and the Gazette will scarcely 


reach for every cent that was due them. 
That being paid, they have no better 
claim to any more of the money than has 
the tramp to a contribution from the 
purse of the first man that he meets. 

The war-premium men have a shadow 
of a lien upon the money, and that is all. 
These men were merchants at the time. 
They had goods afloat, none of which 
were destroyed. Their goods reached 
theirdestination,but upon themthey were 
compelled to pay war rates of insurance 
on account of the cruisers being afloat. 
Their claims are not good, because they 
got their money back from their clients 
or customers, who were the real suffer- 
ers. The very indefiniteness of and impos- 
sibility of ascertaining this class of claims 
is asufficient bar; but it outranks in equi- 
ty the first class in every respect. 

Now that Great Britain has taken in 
the payment decreed by the Halifax com- 
mission, she will not, and, equitably can- 
not, come in as a claimant. This leaves 
the money where it belongs—in the 
treasury. Every just claim against it has 
been satisfied. Claims to the amount of

Kentucky marketed 3,600,000 gallons out 
of a total of 5,000,000 gallons for the 
entire United States. Massachusetts 
monopolizes the entire licensed rum 
trade, with the insignificant exception of 
48,000 gallons made in New Hampshire. 
In rye whiskies, Pennsylvania leads with 
1,051,634 gallons, followed by Kentucky, 
with 230,212 gallons; Maryland, with 
212,104, and Virginia, with 119,979. In 
gin distillation the Nutmeg State ‘leads 
the list, there being 175,959 gallons 
marketed from Connecticut, as against 
116,914 from Illinois, and 72,006 from 
Massachusetts. The receipts from fer- 
mented liquors show a steady increase, 
reaching $9,937,051 in the fiscal year, as 


against $9,480,780 during the ‘preceding 
year.

The Acklin scandal in Louisiana has 
been revived by the publication of the 
report of the committees chosen to take 
evidence in relation to the serious charges 
made against “the young congressman,” 
and the republicar organs are taking!

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As to Supervisors of Elections, 
The resolution recently introduced in 
the house by Mr. Southard, of Ohio, re- 
quiring the attorney-general to give in- 
formation upon the subject, has been 
anticipated by a semi-official statement 
from the department of justice. Accord- 
ing to this statement, the department has 
no control over supervisors of elections. 
They appointed the United States circuit 
judges, and these render accounts of ex- 
penses during elections. The supervisors 
are paid out of a permanent appropriation 
and the money comes out of the treasury 
directly, instead of out of the funds of 
the department of justice. The appro- 
priation is an unlimited one. The section 
of the revised statutes under which 
the money comes out of the treasury for 
these expenses is as follows: “To pay 
supervisors of elections cothpensation 
apart from and in excess of all fees al- 
lowed by law for the performance of any 
duty as circuit court commissioners.” No 
amount is mentioned. They are only to 
be paid. The chief supervisors in the 
late elections, according to the statement, 
were quite angry when the attorney-— 
general tried to exercise some authority 
over them. They quoted the law creating

“In this connection it is proper to re- 
mark that, in some parts of the state, I have 
been censured for the mannerin which the 
wild land law has been executed. Errors 
and mistakes have occurred and incon- 
venienced many citizens. Some good 
people blame me for these disagreeable 
troubles, The transfer of wild land fi. fas, 
under section 891, of the code of 1873, has 
been regarded by some as ui warranted by 
law. In view of the above, I earnestly re- 
quest the legislature to appoint a committee 
te look into this matter to ascertain if the 
wild land law has been correctly and faith- 
fully executed by me, and whether Iam to 
blame for the errors and mistakes which 
have been made.” 


A JUST AND APPROVING REPORT. 


It is no wonder, then, that a report of the 
committee of the legislature, appointed to 
investigate the wild land business, should 
indorse, in strong terms, the administration 
of the comptroller. It could not have been 
otherwise. The comptroller, by repeatedly 
asking for a repeal of the law, has cleared 
his hands of all responsibility. Therefore, 
the committee said:

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IMPORTANT LAWS LATELY PASSED:

The Terms and Provisions of the New Homestead 
Law set Porth—Tho Pree Passage of Pish— 
The Value of Husband and Pather ..

The laws passed at the recent session of 
the general assembly, by reason of the con- 
stitutional limitation, ..ere all of them 
“public laws” or laws of general, rather 
than local ahd special, operation. These 
public acts have been issued, as provided, in 
pamphlet form, but will not for some time 
receive that general circulation which will 
bring their pertinent and salient features to 
the attetion of the body of the people. 

Repeated requests have been made of Tue 
OONSTITUTION to embody the leading provi- 
sions of the more important of these laws in 
a brief synopsis, that will give the mass of 
the people an idea of their scopeand import. 
We present below a concise statement to 


instructive, and put the people upon notice 
of enactments which may affect their inter- 
ests. Asa matter of course, these synopses 
are intended to give only the spirit and not 
the letter of the laws. The latter must be 
looked for in the acts themselves. 

THE HOMESTEAD ACT 

is based upon the provisions of article IX of 
the new constitution and is very full and 
explicit. , 

Section. 1 provides that applications for 
the exemptions shall be by petition to the 
ordinary where the beneficiary, or ben- 
eficiaries reside, stating for whom the ex- 
emption is claimed; the petition to include 
names, ages and circumstances of ben- 
eficiaries, if for minors, aged or infirm 
persons, or dependent females; and state out 
of what property the exemption is claimed 
and comply with laws upon the subject in 
force at the adoption of new constitution, 
except as otherwise provided in this act. 

Section 2 provides that if the exemption 
is taken out of town property exceeding in 
value the exemption in realty claimed, or 
allowed by law, and it cannot be divided to 
give that value, the erdinary is to pass an 
order that, should said property be sold 
thereafter under order of any court, the 
full amount of exemption aliowed shall be 
paid by the selling officer into the court of 
ordinary to be reinvegted by direction of 
said court, ete. ! 

Section 3 provides the return of the sur- 
veyor shall be made on oath five days before 
the passing upon the application, giving 
the value of the land plotted, and it may be 
objected to if the survey upjustly or need- 
lessly injures the value of any land left un- 
exempted. 

Section 4 provides for additions to an 
amount set apart, but not equal to the con- 
stitutional amount of exemption, in the 
same manner as the original exemption is 
obtained. 

Section 5 provides for the sale and _ re- 
investment of the homestead and exempted 
realty, by application to judge of superior 
court, etc. : 

Section 6 provides that any debtor may, 
except as to wearing apparel-.and three hun- 
dred dollars’ worth of kitchen and house- 
hold furniture and provisions, renounce his 
right to the benefit of the exemption in 
writing. . 

Section 7 provides for the setting apart of 
the $300 worth of property above mentioned 
and for trying an issue made by a plaintiff 
in fi. fa. that the property set apart exceeds 
in value the sum named. 

Section 8 repeals all laws in conflict, ex- 
cept the “Pony act” as contained in sections 
2040 to 2049 inclusive of code 1873, and acts 
amendatory thereto. 

FREE PASSAGE OF FISH.

‘place in the-waters of any river, or mouth 
of any creek, any dam, trap, net, seine, or 
other fish-catching device, unless ten feet of 
the main channel at low water-mark is left 
open for the free passage of fish.

FOREIGN WILLS. 

A full and explicit act gives tothe courts 
of ordinary the full! jurisdiction and author- 
ity to take the probate of foreign wills, and, 
under certayn conditions, to appoint admin- 
istrators ®% Carry out the provisions of such 
wills. , 

APPEALS AND JURIES IN JUSTICES’ COURTS. 

Inany civil case the party dissatisfied 
with the judgment of the justice may, of 
right, appeal to a jury in said court. Where 
the sum claimed is more than $50 the law 
of appeals to the superior court is unchanged. 

The justice of the peace, once in every 
two years, makes up a list of all persons 
in his districts liable to serve as 
jurors in the superior court. 
These names are placed in a box and when 
appeals are pending, under certain regula- 
tions the justice draws five names which are 
recorded ina book. These five jurors try 
allappeals at the term for which they are 
summoned, The justice may impose fines 
and issue executions against defaulting 
jurors. 

Kither party has the right of review in the 
superior court by writof certiorari. In case 
of appeal from the decisivn of a justice to 
the verdict of a jury,there is no appeal from 
that verdict to the superior court. 


THE FISCAL YEAR 


is changed to accommodate the time of the 
session of the general assembly. The fiscal 
year begans on thelst of October of each 
year, and all public officers must keep their 
accounts and make and publish their reports 
accordingly. 

POPULARIZING THE LAWS. 

Of the five hundred.copies of the laws de- 
wosited by law with the state librarian, 
ate hundred are to be held for sale to the 
people of the state at actual cost; upon 
repayment of cost and postage, a copy will 
“ sent to the citizen requesting it. 

FULL VALUE OF HUSBAND OR FATHER. 

The law providing that a widow, or sur- 
viving children, may recover for the homi- 
cide of the husband or parent,etc., is amend- 
ed by adding: ‘The plaintiff, whether 
widow or child or children, may recover 
the full value of the life of the de- 
ceased, as shown by the evidence,” 
and provides that the amount recovered 
shail be held subject to the law of descents, 
and be subject for no debt or liability of de- 
ceased, 

GIN-HOUSE BURNING 
is added to the arson act, so far as it relates 
to the burning of outhouses, and the pen- 
alty fer such burnings is increased to not 
less than three nor more than fifteen years 
confinement in the penitentiary. 


FORECLOSING LIENS BEFORE DUE.
